Justice Wlilte, who went on the 


high bench April 1, wrote his first 
difSscntlng opinion, protesting that 
tho court had gone to far in its 
decision. Justice Clark also tils- 
denied. Justice Frankfurter took 
no part. 


The California statute reads: 


"No person shall use, or be un- 
der- thd influence of, or be ad- 
dicted to the use of narcotics, ex- 
cept when administered by or un- 
der the direction of a person li- 
censed by the state to prescribe 
and administer narcotics." 


StewnM) said the California law

This would open the way1 for 


final action on measures which 
bear a June 30 deadline—the end 
of the fiscal year. The Senate 
takes up one of these today,:a 
tax extension bill preserving $4 
billion of federal revenue by con- 
tinuing for another year present 
corporation income and major ex- 
cise tax rates. 


The bill also would kill the 10 


per cent travel tax on train and 
bus fares effective Oct. 1 and cut 
the airline levy from 10 to 5 per 
cent on the same date.
